pretation. The five short Basque 
dances were perhaps the highlight 
of his work as far as we were 
able to judge. Every movement 
was completely authentic, the 
semi-abandon of the folk dancing 
was accompanied by the artist's 
appreciation of the uniqueness of 
the Basque style. In the Goyescas 
and the classical Bolero he showed 
very good ballet technique, his 
turns and cntrenehets were preci- 
se and accentuated by skilful use 
of the castanets.

Pilar Gomez and Tina Ramirez 
were the remainder of the dancing 
trio. Miss Gomez is an extremely 
expressive and dramatic dancer. In 
her opening solo (done to the dc 
Falla Aandaluza) she gave a su- 
preme example o( her art. With 
castanets and highly precise foot- 
work, she was at once lyrical and 
imperatively strong. One notice- 
able feature of the work of all of 
these three artists, is their ability 
to combine ballet and heel work 
with suitable and expressive arm 
movements and subtle castanets, all 
this completely in the mood of the 
music. In the Flamenco number';, 
stylized and expressive, she gave 
the impression of being a very re- 
presentative artist in that it was not 
a personalized exhibition, nor was 
it bound by a conventional ap- 
proach.

The McGill Fund campaign has 
collected a total of $0,873,866 up to 
date, Mr. G. Blair Gordon, fund 
chairman, told a meeting of cam- 
paign workers in the Faculty Club 
yesterday. 

It was also announced that there 
was an expectancy nf achieving a 
reduced objective nf SS.OOn.nno, al- 
though it "is still posible to reach 
the $S,07S,000 urgently needed by 
McGill." 

Harry Miller, chairman ot the 
student section ot the campaign, 
told fellow workers that his section 
had collected a total ot $8,283 tor 

the Fund. 

The recently-announced gift of 
$1,500,000 from the Province of 
Quebec and the City of Montreal 
gift of Sl,2.')0,000 were the largest 
single subscriptions reported. 

Voluntary gifts and subscriptions 
from individuals and corporations 
comprised the balance, which 
amounted to' 60 per cent of the 
total. Divisional totals reported 
weie: personal gifts— $947,402; gen- 
eral corporations — $641,324 and 
special corporationS'i-$2,535,0S0. 

In discussing plans for future 
activity, Mr Gordon said: 

"Over and above the gifts and 
pledges reported up to date, there 
is still a substantial sum outstand- 
ing in corporation and individual 
gifts that we have a reasonable 
expectancy of adding to the McGill 
Fund. From, a study of the com- 
plete picture \vp rstim.itc that this 



sum is in the neighborhood of 
$1.300,000." 

"I am confident that our total 
can be raised from where it stands 
to a figure of $8,000.000 or more, " 
he said. "The fund objective ot 
$9.07.5,000 seemed passible of attain- 
ment within the earlier stages of 
our work when the grant from the 
province had not yet been deter- 
I mined," he told campaign woriiers. 

"The needs of McGill have not 
changed . . . wc can still do every- 
thing possible to close the gap be- 
tween the $8.000,000 which should 
be quite obtainable and the $0,- 
07S.000 so urgently required," he 
said. 

Chief Justice O. S. Tyndale, 
chancellor of McGill University, 
noted in his remarks that the ob- 
jective of the campaign had been 
set after a most careful survey of 
McGill's most urgent needs.
